ORDER 

New Delhi, the 2nd February 1959 

G.SJl. 135 .—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that, for main¬ 
taining supplies of adequate quantities of wheat m the State of Punjab, it is 
necessary so to do: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely:— 

1. Short title, extent and oommenoement.—(1) This Order may be called the 
Punjab Roller Mills. (Regulation of Use of Wheat) Order, 1959- 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Punjab. 

(3) It shall come into force on the 5th February, 1059. 

2 Definitions.—In this Order,— 

(a) “owner”. In relation to a roller mill, includes a person Incharge of the 

mill; 

(b) “roller mill" means a flour mill in which disintegration of wheat is 

done by grooved steel or Iron rollers worked by power; 

(c) "wheat products” means malda, rawa, sooji, atta, resultant atta and 

bran. 

3 Indigenous wheat not to be used in roller mills.—No owner of a roller mill 
shall use or cause to be used Indigenous wheat for the manufacture of any wheat 
product, 

4 . Wheat which may be used in roller mlUs.^—No owner of a roller mill shall 
purchase or cause to be purchased by any means whatsoever, for use or consumption 
In the mill, any wheat other than wheat w'hlch is made available to It by the 
Central Government in such quantity as, in the opinion of that Government, is 
reasonable having regard to the quantity of wheat used for the manufacture of 
wheat products in the mill during a period of .six months immediately preceding 
the thlrtyfirst day of January, 1959. 

5. Effect of order.—The provisions of this Order are in addition to, and not 
in derogation of, the provisions of the Wheat Roller Flour Mills (Licensing end 
Control) .Order, 1957.
